| From comments made in the Legis¬ 
lature it would appear t;hat both 
Premier Brownlee and Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Lymburn while personally desir¬ 
ous of seeing a liquorless Alberta, are 
not-very hopeful that this can be 
brought about • by legislation.

Many people who never take liquor, 
are notoriously intemperate and intol¬ 
erant. They are intemperate in spir¬ 
it, in conduct, in speech. They are in¬ 
tolerant of all other thought than 
■tlWir own. 

It may be that real temperance can 
only be accomplished through educa¬ 
tion—and example. 


J. T. Shaw, former leader of the 
Liberal opposition in Legislature, 
struck sparks from the canny Attor¬ 
ney-General Lymburn when he sug¬ 
gested that it was possibly a “flair

recent 

brokerage house prosecutions. Mr.

Lymburn resented. 

While Mr. Shaw made splendid con¬ 
tribution in mgny respects, to the de¬ 
bate on the speech to the throne, yet 
his attack on the methods of the At¬ 
torney-General’s handling of the 
brokerage house cases, and his criti¬ 
cisms of the administraticjp ,pf the 
Liquor Act did not add force’ to his 
speech. 

It is out of keeping with a leader 
of his dignity and high standing to 
descend to pettiness. And ‘the sug¬

The whole difference between the 
viewpoint of, Britain and that of 
America is one of geography-^the 
difference between inlanders and is¬ 
landers. This is the contention of a 
New York Times’ writer who sees in 
this a source of complication in reach¬ 
ing agreement on navaFpolicies and 
in general international attitudes. 

For Britain, overseas dominion and 
overseas trade have been conditions 
of greatness. For America the huge 
middle west, and commerce between 
her own States have been her source 
of strength. ■ ■ ^ 

"Britain the Great, is not the damp 
impounded island called Britain. Her; 
prffiries are the seas. The policy of 
her rulers, the mind of her people are 
those of the merchant mariner who 
patrols the world from port to port. 
The name of Britain is writ in water. 

Although United States has .coast 
lines on two oceans, she fosters an 
inland spirit. The Middle States are 
America. And it is as natural for 
America to desire isolation on her 
continent as it is for Britain to fear 
isolation on her island. 

The American will never acquire 
the aplomb of the Englishman in for¬ 
eign countries. He is not at home. 

On the other hand, Britain has al¬ 
ways thought on an international ba¬ 
sis. Britain assumes authority as a 
matter of course, in any international 
tangle. ■ There is no doubt that the 
political mind of Britain is more re¬ 
ceptive, more elastic than the politi¬ 
cal mind of America. 

In international fields she is mel-' 
low and at ease where American!! are 
raw and inexperienced. In contrast 
with Britain, American foreign policy 
is as rigid as the solid ground of her 
orond land. And yet, America now 
Has become involved in the fate of the 
world and in their relations with each 
other Britain and United States are 
more frankly competitors than ever 
before. America’s export trade is 
growing fast. She too is becoming 
concerned in the channel^ of com¬ 
merce, the freedom of the seas and 
the wisdom a f tariffs and the great 
questions of international relations. 

And both Britain and America 
know that all international relations 
depend on Anglo American relations 
and that both have more compelling 
reasons for agreement than disagree¬ 
ment. Finally both have a larger 
stake in peace and more to lose in 
war than any other nation. 

They are now at )Ast meeting as 
individuals and are ceasing to think 
either as islanders or inlanders, but 
as two great forces with vital com¬ 
mon interests. ’

NO POOL CRISIS 


Vulcan Herald 


At the present time representatives 
of the Wheat Pool are in England in¬ 
vited by Hon. J. H. Thomas, to dis¬ 
cuss the possibility of regularizing 
the flow of wheat, so as to make re¬ 
turn cargoes from Britain always 
available. The Wheat Pool is praised' 
by labor men in its elimination of the 
middle man. It is looked upon as a 
wonderful achievement by the Co-op¬ 
erative forces of England. 

Yet strangely enogh, a propaganda 
of mysterious origin is beftig actively 
employed in Britain against the 
Wheat Pool. The pool is being blam¬ 
ed for “the dearer loaf.” Yet there 
have been no prices which would in¬ 
dicate a hold-up on Canada’s part. 
She has a limited quantity of wheat 
and might resonably expept -a much 
better price. This year theije is only 
about half the. 1928 crop with below 
normal crops in other countries, yet 
the price level has been almost the 
same both years. 

Bakeshop windows in. Britain, it is 
said, show signs saying "No Cana¬ 
dian Wheat is used in our bread.” 
Much of the bread is obviously from 
sofe wheat and sold at the same 
price as J^fSt year. The excuse is that 
no Canadian wheat can be secured. 

There seems to be some insidious 
effort being made to antagonize the 
British mind against the Wheat Pool; 
to give the public poor bread at high 
price and to unpopularize Canadian 
wheat. 


Western Canada Will Witness a Big 
Year in. C.£Jt. Expansion 

A great program of expansion is 
planned by the C. P. R. for this com¬ 
ing year. Over $50,000,000 will be ex 
pended on new construction and equip 
ment. The line froni Arrowwood to 
jBlackie will be completed, and trans¬ 
portation facilities will jbe pushed in 
the north."' * 

Over $10,000,000 will be spent on 
work in Western Canada. This in¬ 
cludes the laying of 240 miles with 
100 pound rails and the improvement 
of many existing lines. 

Over $3,500,000 will fce spent on en¬ 
larging and improving hotels from 
coast to coast. This includes a new 
golf club house at Banff and addition¬ 
al buildings at Lqke Louise. 

Improvements of great importance 
are planned for Canadian Pacilic tele¬ 
graphs, including the completion of 
carrier service and telephone and ra¬ 
dio service to various parts of the 
Dominion. 


Fears that the Canadian Wheat 
Pool is nearing a crisis, causing the 
delayed payment of* the last instal¬ 
ment due the farmers on ihqjr 1928 
wheut crop are denied by prominent 
officials of the Pool interrogated at 
Ottawa. The Pool made an initial 
payment of 85 cents per bushel, on 
the 1928 crop and two subsequent 
payments, making the total of 
$1.18‘s. The total price made on the 
1927 crop was $1.42 Vx' and the 1920 
crop $1.42. While no estimate is 
made of the final payment on the 
1923 crop, it is believed that it will 
be not far short of the previous year’s 
total. It is stated that there was 20,- 
000,000 bushels less wheat available 
for export last year and that on Aug¬ 
ust 31, the Pool had only 48,000,000 
bushels left out of 253,000,000 deliv¬ 
ered to.it. The 1929 crop being less 
than the 1928 crop and smaller, crops 
expected from other" countries, the 
Pool officials are not unduly concern¬ 
ed about the prospects for disposing 
of the balance of the 1928 crop and 
the 1925T crop. So far as Ontario is 
concerned, it is pointed out that for 
the first time in many years Ontario 
wheat was all marketed at home and 
sold on a parity with western wheat.

The following thoughts on curling 
ns taken from the Weyburn Review, 
will strike a responsive chord in 
many a local bosom—especially this 
week. The writer outline^ the duties 
of the various members of a rink. 

The Lead—A Lowly Person—This 
i* a very lowly person who . throws 
the first pair of rocks. He is suppos¬ 
ed to thank the Diety once a day in 
his prayers that. he even exists, let 
alone being allowed to play at bon- 
. spiel time. He always address the 
skip as “Sir” and the third man as 
"Mr.’’ This lead person is expected 
to see that the'four pairs o' rocks be¬ 
long to hia rink are on the icc and 
cleaned five minutes before the game 
starts. He must do no less than 75 per 
cent, of the siwetping; he-is expected 
to keep the skip fully supplied with 
cigarettes. His cjrling must be per¬ 
fect or he is blamed for the loss of all 
games in which his rink sufferers de¬ 
feat. He may tell the second man 
what he thinks about the skip, but no 
one else. After many yeara he be¬ 
comes a skip if he survives the sar¬ 
casm of his associates. 

I The Second Player—“Mere Man”— 
This person is but one degree remov¬ 
ed from the lead. He is expected to 
i do 16 per cent, of Uie sweeping. He 
also, as the lead, is expected to keep 
the skip supplied with cigarettes and 
the.third man with matches. He must 
on all occasions get the rock he is to 
pick Ait, otherwise he is blamed for 
loss of games. 

I The Third Player-*-A Gentleman— 
This gentleman is in a class by him¬ 
self always. He could skip the rink, 
id fact he always could skip it far 
better than the skip doing the job 
now. He assumes an air of superior¬ 
ity over all leads and seconds and of 
mere condescension to his skip. He- 
does the remaining 10 per cent., of 
the sweeping. He holds the broom for 
the skip to shoot, and invariably tells 
the skip that he should have tried the 
shot he, the third man, had chosen 
and not the one be, the skip, has just 
missed. 

The Skip—The Idea! Curler- He is 
a gentlemanly sportsman who get3 up 
the rink, often sacrificing valuable
